Mr. 
Dinar- 
ley 
then 
proceeded 
to 
argue 
th a t the foreign m anufacturer practi­ 
cally pays a p art and in some cases the 
w hole of the duty by reducing prices 
in order to com pete in Am erican m ar­ 
kets. 
In reply to the contention th a t 
th e tem porary deficiency in revenues 
of $76,000,000 w hich w ill be created by 
th e bill w ill be offset by the increased 
im portations, the speaker said th a t 
any increase of such 
im portations 
w ould simply take aw ay so much de­ 
m and from our own m ills and so much 
w ork from our own labor. 
Mr. D ingley's hour having expired, 
Mr. Springer (dem.) of Illinois was 
recognized and defended the W ilson 
bill. 
Mr. S pringers speech w as greeted 
w ith applause, w hich continued for a 
long tim e afte r he took his seat. 
The 
breezy hum or of the next speaker, Mr. 
D olliver (rep., Iowa), attracted strict 
a tten tio n and elicited frequent laugh­ 
te r and applause. 
Ile criticised state­ 
m ents made by the chairm an of the 
w ays and m eans com m ittee in his 
speech. 
At 3:45 Mr. 
Dolliver's tim e 
expired, and, am id the lau g h ter and 
applause of the house and gallery, he 
took his seat. 
Mr. H arter (dem., Ohio) addressed 
th e com m ittee, and kept up the good 
hum or in w hich the house had been 
p u t by Mr. Dolliver. 
Mr. H arter, in 
h is active, energetic and infectiously 
good-natured speech, kept th e house 
in a perpetual roar of laughter. 
He 
said: 
“ A protective tariff puts down 
w ages and lowers their purchasing 
pow er by p u ttin g up the price of 
goods. 
G reat B ritain had a protective 
tariff up to 1842, b u t since the advent 
of free trade the wages of bricklayers, 
carpenters and sim ilar mechanics in­ 
creased 73 per cent. 
The average of 
w ages in G reat B ritain increased $s6.50 
under free trade, w hile in my own dis­ 
tric t in Ohio under a protective policy 
the last th irty years there w ere skilled 
w orkingm en earning only $135 a year.” 
Mr. Brosius (rep., Pa.) was the last 
speaker of the afternoon. 
The W ilson 
bill, he said, was fairly liable to in­ 
dictm ent upon the charge of assault 
w ith in ten t to kill the m anufacturing 
industries of the United States, the in­ 
te n t being inferred from the nature of 
the weapons used. 
W ithout com plet­ 
ing his rem arks Mr. Brosius gave way 
for a m otion th a t the com m ittee rise, 
and a t 5:25 p. in. a recess was taken 
u ntil 8 o'clock. 
Mr. M aguire (dem.. Cal.) was the 
first speaker a t the evening session. 
He arraigned the system of .protection 
w hich enabled one com pany to accu­ 
m ulate a fortune of $200,000,000 in 
twenty-five years,- as Carnegie & Co., 
are said to have done. 
To illustrate 
th e failure of protection to raise the 
rate of w ages or steady the price of a 
product he showed th a t coal from 
the m ines of Pennsylvania, w hile it 
had 
a 
tariff 
protection 
of 
7> 
cents a ton, sold a t $3 a ton more 
than im ported coal. although it could 
com pete in foreign m arkets w ith for­ 
eign coal and a t the same rate. 
And 
w hen the large m ine ow ners wished to 
restrict production they leased and 
closed sm all mines, and threw the 
laborers in those mines out of employ 
m ent, pu ttin g the support of the un­ 
employed m iners on the shoulders of 
th e w orking miners. 
Mr. Cockrell Idem., Texas) took the 
floor a t 9 o'clotk and spoke in defense 
of the bill, 
lie considered the bill in 
its general features and a t the conclu­ 
sion of his speech a t 9:45 the house ad­ 
journed. 


DAVIS DISCUSSES H AW AII. 


outer oar. was reported an d passed. 
Also a senate bill to provide an Ameri­ 
can register for the Clyde I Ane steam er 
El Callao. 
A t the expiration of m orn­ 
ing business Senator Davis took the 
floor and resum ed his speech of W ed­ 
nesday in relation to the Haw aiian 
difficulty. 
He specially dw elt on the 
fact th a t for the first tim e in th irty 
years an American flag 
had 
been 
hauled down 'under dishonorable cir­ 
cum stances. 
Mr. Davis w ent o n to a r­ 
gue th a t if the President was justified in 
his dem ands for the w ithdraw al of the 
provisional erovernment in Hawaii he 
would be justified in dem anding change 
of governm ent in Brazil and France 
on the ground th a t the people of those 
countries preferred an em pire or a 
m onarchy. 
Mr. Davis spoke for ex­ 
actly tw o hours. 
As he took his seat 
he had a round of applause from his 
republican colleagues. 
Mr. Turpie (dem., Ind.) then ad­ 
dressed the senate, opening w ith a his­ 
torical sketch of the H aw aiian islands. 
He spoke of the provisional govern­ 
m ent as an accomplished fact, and 
asked: 
“ Is the United States charged 
w ith the duty of keeping the peace 
and preserving the public order in all 
the countries w here it has diplom atic 
representatives? 
The inquiry as to 
w hether the new governm ent would 
have succeeded w ithout aid is beside 
the question. 
The interference oc­ 
curred; and the best disclaim er, the 
m ost absolute disavow al of it, is the 
rejection of 
the 
proposal for any 
fu rth er or 
closer connection 
w ith 
Hawaii. 
Let the new governm ent, 
how ever formed, proceed in its career. 
Intervention against it would be a t 
this tim e as unlaw ful as intervention 
in its favor w as when it occurred.” 
R eferring to Mr. Stevens’ frequent 
allusions to the queen of Hawaii as 
“the fallen queen,’’ the “justly de­ 
throned queen,” the “late im m oral oc­ 
cupant of the throne.” Mr. Turpie 
showed much indignation of m anner. 
He closed his 
speech 
as 
follows: 
“ W hen we desire to enlarge our na­ 
tional domain by the acquisition of 
territory in the H aw aiian Islands or 
elsew here it m ust come to us in the 
open hand, w ith th e 
palm clean, 
pure, 
untainted. 
Or 
if 
it do 
not come and is taken, 
it will be 
taken by th e strong arm ,” w ith d ra w n 
sword, in the eye of day, as prize of 
w ar w aged against the public enemy. 
Then shall the flag of the republic 
float as oft before* in pride and glory 
over m any a stricken field, won in 
battle, for th e ju st—for the just, the 
fr£e and the brave.” 
No action was taken either on Mr. 
Frye's resolution or on Mr. Turpie's. 
They both lie on the table. 
A fter a 
short executive session the senate at 5

nor, Mr. Jackson requested th a t the 
dem onstration be dispensed w ith. How­ 
ever, the m orning trains brought big 
crowds to see Iow a's youngest gover­ 
nor inducted into office. 
The program of exercises was as fol­ 
lows: 
Music, Iowa State band; invo­ 
cation, Rev. B. F. \Y. Crozer; music. 
Iowa S tate band; adm inistration of 
oath of office, Chiof Justice Granger; 
inaugural address. Frank 1). Jackson; 
music, Iowa State band. 
A fter the oath had been adm inistered 
to Gov. .Jackson and Lieutenant-Gov­ 
ernor Dungan, the retiring Lieutenant- 
Governor S. I m Bestow presented Mr. 
Jackson who delivered his inaugural 
address. 
On the locally im portant subject of 
the prohibitory liquor law Governor 
Jackson said: “ A trial of ten years has 
dem onstrated th a t in m any counties it 
has fully m et the expectation of its 
friends, having successfully driven the 
saloon system out of existence in those 
counties.

W hile the pres­ 
en t prohibitive principle, w hich is so

com m unities of our state, should re­ 
m ain in force, wisdom, justice and the 
interests of tem perance and m orality 
dem and th a t a modification of this law 
should be made, applicable to those 
com m unities where the saloon exists, 
to the end of reducing the liquor tra f­ 
fic to the m inim um .” 
In closing his address the governor 
congratulated the people of Iowa on 
the conditions o f plenty and comfort 
which surround them. 
In the evening a public reception 
was held in the governor's rooms a t 
the capital by Governor Jackson, the 
lieutenant governor and the speaker 
of the house.

TRACING T HE BANKES"MONEY. 


Favored Creditor* Said to H ave Been Paid 
A fter the Concern Closed* 


I n d i a n a p o l i s Ind.. Jan. 12.—The re­ 
ceiver of the Indianapolis national 
bank, in an answ er to the suit of H. P. 
Wasson, yesterday made public for the 
first tim e the condition of the bank on 
the day it closed its doors. 
Five min­ 
utes before the bank closed on th a t 
day Mr. Wasson deposited $1,642.50 in 
money and $504,14 in checks. 
He 
brought suit for the whole am ount de­ 
posited, alleging th a t the bank was in­ 
solvent a t the tim e the deposit was 
made and th a t the identical bank notes 
and coins deposited constituted a p art 
of the common mass th a t passed into 
the hands of the receiver. 
In overruling the dem urrer of the re­ 
ceiver, Judge Bauer held th a t if only 
the identical coins, notes and checks 
could be traced into the hands of the 
receiver Mr. Wasson m ight recover. 
The receiver, in his answ er, says th a t 
the moneys and checks deposited by 
Mr. Wasson can not be traced, for the 
reason th a t large sums of money were 
paid out by the bank after it closed a t 
3 p. rn.. Ju ly 24; th a t there was in the 
bank a t the time $23,414.43 and no more. 
Of this am ount, $8,000 was in th e 
possession of the receiving teller.

A BIG RUNAWAY. 


When Tom Raffles took the queen's 
shilling at St. George's barracks in 
Trafalgar square and found himself 
duly enlisted for Indian service, be be­ 
lieved that his career was made.

It was now on the opposite 
ride of the circle and close to the tracks 
of the Peninsular railway. 
Just as the leading gun carriage 
veered off to left, the fast express train 


from Peshawn came dashing along with 
a loud jingle of bells and hissing of 
steam. 
It was a most unfortunate encounter. 
Of the whole 12 elephants but two were 
unaccustomed to the railway.

and Nabob, who drew Raffles' gun car­ 
riage, both hated and feared the steam 
cars.

The so called white, or square mouthed, 
rhinoceros of South Africa seems also 
to be fully equal in size to any of its 
extinct ancestors, and the same is cer­ 
tainly true of the giraffe, which may 
even exceed all its predecessors in this 
respect. Whether the fossil giraffes were 
or were not the equals in height of the 
largest individual of the living species, 
there is no question but that the latter 
is by far the tallest of all living mam­ 
mals, and that it wa? only rivaled iii 
this respect among the extinct forms by 
its aforesaid ancestors. 
Moreover, if 
we exclude creatures like some of the 
gigantic dinosaurian reptiles of the sec­ 
ondary epoch, which, solo speak, gained 
an unfair advantage as regards height 
by sitting on their hind legs in a kan­ 
garoolike manner, and lim it our com­ 
parison to such as walk on all four feet 
in the good old fashioned way, we shall 
find that giraffes are not only the tallest 
mammals, but likweise the tallest of 
all animals that have ever existed.—

The flesh side 
of the skin being always coarse, the 
patentees claim now to secure better 
results by treating the hair sid e. 
They 
scratch or rub the hair side with a rub 
ber of strong erosive qualities, or with 
emery or glass, when working small 
surfaces, and use a grindstone for heav­ 
ier work. In this manner a downy nap 
is brought out which they throw aud 
lay in different 
directions, thereby 
bringing out varied designs of changing 
hue and appearance. 
The velvety sur­ 
face produced is said to be similar to the 
down of a peach skin. 
The fiber is very 
fine, soft to the touch and has all the 
appearance of silk velvet shorn very 
close.—Shoe and Leather Gazette.

TOUGH PIECES OF MEAT. 


an 
W h a t to D o W ith T hera—R oasts F or 
E p ic u r e—A Sup erior H ash. 
There are a great many unpromising 
looking pieces of meat that make excel­ 
lent braises and other dishes. But if 
any one imagines that it is as easy to 
prepare a tough piece of meat that has 
abundance of fat and sinews in its make­ 
up as a prime roast, she is mistaken. It 
requires time and patience to deal with 
a sinewy piece of beef, lf the meat is to i 
be a success as a braise, the greater part I 
of the fat and all tho sinews must be re- j 
moved. It is not at all difficult to do j 
this, but it requires patience and a keen ! 
edged knife about the size of a boning j 
knife. Keep the knife near the sinew i 
and scrape it away from the meat on I 
both sides. Continue until all the sin-1 
ews are removed. 
A tough piece of round is very much 
improved by this process. There are so | 
many sinews in the leg that it had best ] 
be used for soup, though the patient I 
French cooks very of ten take the trouble j 
to prepare this cheap meat for stews. 
These stews they serve with piquant 
Fauces flavored with tomatoes or mush­ 
rooms, so that the whole dish takes on a 
grand air and is really delightful to eat, 
while the meat is deliciously tender. 
A breast of veal with its surplus fat 
and gristle is not a very promising sub­ 
ject in the hands of an inexperienced 
cook. But remove the soft bones very 
carefully, so as not to waste a particle of 
the meat, and remove a large portion of 
the fat. Make a well flavored stuffing. 
If you wish, use about a pound of clear, 
lean veal, chopped tine and pounded to a 
paste, to the loaf of bread used for tho 
stuffing, or make the old fashioned dress­ 
ing of bread crumbs alone. In either 
case use a small onion and a liberal tea­ 
spoonful of parsley for flavoring and bind 
the dressing together with two or three 
raw eggs, according to their size. 
Economic cooking of a superior order 
cannot be done in slapdish manner. A 
fine roast can be cooked more quickly 
than a breast of veal, but it costs about 
three times as much. The veal takes 
twice as much time to prepare. Either 
dish is equally delicious. 
An epicure 
might prefer the breast of veal, if it was 
prepared in perfection. 
Even a roast 
must be attended to while it is cooking, 
but probably bears neglect better than 
almost any other service of meat, al­ 
ways providing the fire was right when 
it was put in the oven, says the New 
York Tribune. 
It is because of lier dainty care and 
skill in flavoring that the French house­ 
keeper excels in her ragouts and other 
rechauffes. She seasons a hash with as 
great care as if it were a piece of choice 
game. The result tells in the excellence 
of the dish. The careless cook who 
chops up the debris of meat from the 
last meals without stopping to separate 
* the lean from the fat and remove all the 
bones and sinews is sure to make a 
failure of her work. In all hashes ex­ 
cept corned beef, where a little fat is al­ 
lowable, all fat should be removed and 
clear lean used. Look over the meat very 


caret lilly ’ I t potatoes' are used, allow 
about half the quantity there is of meat. 
The care taken iii this matter will pay in 
the superior excellence of your dish.

They believed the spy was a certain Ra­ 
phael Gabrielli, ami a year later he was 
murdered by Tiburzi and Fioravanti in the 
presence of 50 persons. 
Failing to catch the archbrigand, the gov­ 
ernment last summer arrested and impris 
oiled 250 persons, including mayors, priests 1 
and minor officials, as his abettors. They 
were tried and sentenced to short terms of 
imprisonment and lines.

soldiers for years and has a price of $2,OGG 
set on his head. The police arrested several 
anarchists for distributing pamphlets in 
favor of Tiburzi. 
Dominico Tiburzi is one of the three re­ 
maining Italian brigands of note, the others 
being Ansuini and Fioravanti. Tiburzi was 
a cowherd at Cellere. In 1872, when 25 
years of age, for a highway robbery, extor­ 
tion and murder, he was condemned to 
penal servitude for life. In Jatiuary, 1874, 
he escaped from the salt mines of Corneto 
Tarquina and has since eluded all efforts 
to capture him. Between Civita Vecchia 
and Grosseto, iu the solitudes of the mac- 
chia, he has lived for 20 years, defying the 
rewards offered by the authorities. 
Tiburzi does not rob; he does not steal; 
he does not harm any one. He levies taxes 
after his own fashion. The wealthy of the 
neighboring districts pay him every month 
a fixed contribution—money, wine, bread, 
weapons and tobacco. In recompense he 
guarantees the safety both of their lives 
and cf their property. In short, he acts as 
a public guardian for them. The relations 
between the brigand and the people are of 
a most friendly description. The poor, 
when destitute of food, come to Tiburzi. 
He also gives them coin, with which he is 
always well provided. The rich land own­ 
ers pay most willingly the tax which brings 
them an entire security for theif rural 
property. 
But woe to the spy! Sooner ot later tho 
hand of the brigand strikes him, and an 
atrocious vengeance rouses the authorities 
and convinces the unbelievers of the exist­ 
ence of the legendary brigand. In this way 
Tiburzi lives. In these 18 years of hiding 
from justice Tiburzi had several compan­ 
ions; but, less skillful or less fortunate than 
he, they have all perished. The last were 
Domenico Biagini and Luciano Fioravanti.

Th© B eef Tea Failacj'. 
One of the hardest notions for the un 
trained naive to give up is that beef tea 
is a valuable nutriment. The recent as­ 
sertion of a writer in The American 
Lancet that thousands of sick persons 
have been starved to deatli oil beef tea 
is only a summing up of what physicians 
and expert nurses have been trying to 
impress upon the minds of the laity for 
some time. 
Beef tea is a stimulant, slight and 
evanescent, but to ‘‘live on beef tea, 
which has been the shibboleth of many 
a sickroom, is impossible. And The 
Lancet further counsels that if it must 
still be made and used to perform its 
very limited service, to remember that, 
like plain tea, it should never be boiled. 
That method of making contributes a 
positive vice—that of indigestibility.
